David Truong’s father has been 
a prisoner in South Vietnam 
since 1967. His father, in that 
year, ran against Thieu, 
president of South Vietnam, 
advocating an end to the 
bombing of North Vietnam and 
the formation of a coalition 
government. He ibecame a 
political prisoner because of 
those beliefs. 

Truong stated, during an 
informal discussion yesterday at 
CSUS, that with respect to the 
civil liberties portion of the 
peace agreement, political 


prisoners were supposed to be 
released within 90 days of the 
date it was signed. There are 30 
days left. 

For many years, Truong has 


been touring, speaking of the 
plight of political prisoners of 
South Vietnam. Thieu now 
holds over 200,000 members of 
his opposition in jail. 

Why did Thieu lock up his 
opposition? Truong feels that 
they would pose a very grave 
threat to Thieu’s re-clection if 
they were allowed to go free. 
Most of these prisoners are from 
cities, where Thieu holds most 
of his strength. He has already 
lost much power in the 
countrysides. 

“They may not kill you right 
away, but gradually you die,” 
Truong said concerning political 
prisoner treatment. From 
publicizing his father’s 
condition, Truong was able to 


secure medical aid for him, but 
not before his father’s left leg 
had become paralyzed. 

Well-known prisoners receive 
better treatment than others. 
Many can only crawl out of their 
cells for their daily exercise. 

Truong feels that people here 
should write their Congressmen 
and ask for a cutback of aid to 
Thieu, considering that he is 
using our money to lock up his 
opposition. 

According to Truong, 
Americans are relatively ignorant 
of many of the terms of the 
recently signed peace agreement. 
One section of it allows 
newspapers in opposition to the 
Thieu regime to resume 
publication 


Another section gives refugees 
the right to return to their 
villages. Of the 18 million people 
populating South Vietnam, there 
are four and one-half million 


refugees, including homeless 
children, wounded, and 
prostitutes. 


Truong says that there are 
air strikesevery day directed by 
Thieu against the countryside. 
Areas where rice could be grown 
are being shelled, to discourage 
refugees from returning. If these 
refugees return, Thieu loses 
control. 

*““You don’t expect those 
:efugees he’s been starving and 
putting in barb wire campus to 
vote for him, do you?” Truong

said. 

Truong pointed out that Thieu 
does not have power over his 
own armies. The Pentagon is 
paying his soldiers’ wages. 

‘‘Disgusting’’ is the word 
Truong used to describe the 
conduct of the government with 
concern to the recent return of 
the POWs. He said that the 80 
public relations men, furnished 
by the government, who 
accompanied the POWs back, 
almost wrote a script for them. 
He feels that we will begin to 
hear from the anti-war faction of 
the prisoners when the safety of 
prisoners left in Vietnam is 
guaranteed. 





Renaissance Man Does “St. George and the Dragon”

Master Donald Sidney-Fryer 
has been, among other things, a 
typist, a spot welder, a janitor, 
an attendant in a gay steam bath 
‘““gay steam baths are very posh 
places, especially in San 
Francisco” and a student of 
drama and ballet. 





Now he is a bard. 

Fryer, the compleat 
Renaissance man, will perform 
the ‘‘Saint George and the 
Dragon” canto from Edmund 
Spenser's The Faerie Queene 
Monday at noon in the Music 
Recital Hall. 


Decked out in the velvets and 
tucks and ruffles of Edmund 
Spenser’s day, his voice rippling 
over the cadences of Spenser’s 
poetry, Fryer insists that what 
he does is not acting. 

“It’s...play-acting, making fun 
of acting. It’s healthy to make 
fun of a jot of things,” he grins. 

In tune with that philosophy, 
Fryer jumps and mugs his way 
through the performance, 
whipping costumes on and off as 
he assumes the roles of knight, 
fair maiden, and dragon. 

When he thinks Spenser is 
getting a bit obtuse, he interrupt; 
himself to deliver an aside to the 
audience in some back-alley 
Cockney accent. 

Offstage, Master Fryer will tell 
you that he takes this business 
of being a bard quite seriously. 

One cannot be a bard without 
having learned countless lines of 
poetry by heart - preferably 


long narratives in the 
Renaissance tradition. 
Sidney Fryer began 


memorizing the hour-long “Saint 
George and the Dragon” last 
November and is only now 
premiering it at CSUS. 

He also feels that Edmund 
Spenser coming between 
Chaucer and Shakespeare — is 
not getting the recognition he 
deserves. 

“Shakespeare didn't come from 
Zeus’ forehead full-grown, y’ 
know,” Fryer said. 

He made a ‘‘spiritual 
pilgrimage’’ to Kilcolman, 
Spenser's castle, while he was in 
Ireland 

Fryer is fond of telling people 
that his own book of poetry, 


Songs and Sonnets Atlantean, 
was actually compiled by the 
great (and entirely mythica!) 


Renaissance poet and 
Atlantologist, Michel de 
Labretagne, and that he only 


translated it from Labrentagne’s 
Original French. 

He takes wicked pleastre in the 
fact that the Libary of Congress 
apparently swallowed half the 
story. They ignored the Atlantis 
bit, but classified the book 


under French poetry rather than 
English poetry. Fryer — who, by 
the way, has a degree in French 
language and literature -- is listed 
as the compiler of the poems. 

That’s Master Donald 
Sidney -Fryer - master of the 
put-on, the commedia del’arte, 
the narrative poem. 

“It'll be a jolly show,” he 
promised, ‘‘for intelligent 
people.”

Why Long Beach ? 


Sacramento is the capital of California. A statement of the 
obvious? Well, what seems an obvious statement to some is not 
quite so obvious to others. Glenn S, Dumke, Chancellor of the 
California State University and Colleges finds this hard to belive; 
so much so, in fact, that he plans to permanently establish the 
University and College system’s headquarters in Long Beach near 
the enshrined Queen Mary. 

Long Beach is not California’s capital and Dumke’s plan has 
little merit. He has often stated that the headquarters should be 
in Southern California because the greatest number of campuses 
are there. That reasoning is faulty and not based on the facts 
Eleven campus are in Northern California and only eight are in 
the southern part of the state. The headquarters of the 19 campus 
system should, in any case, be in the state capital , along with 
other state department headquarters. 

Currently Dumke and his 300-member, $3 million-a-year payroll 
office are located in rented space on “Miracle Mile” Wilshire 
Boulevard in Los Angeles. That this is so, is incomprehensible, 
while 70 acres of land around Sacramento’s Capital Park, 
designed for state offices go unused and untaxed. 

For the state to further invest $4.3 million dollars for a new 
University and College system headquarters building in a 
$564 ,000-a-year lease-purchase contract with the city of Long 
Beach is an unwise fiscal move. That proposal is being reviewed 
by the State Senate Finance Committee 

The committee should refuse to support such a misguided 
expenditure. The committee should refuse to allow the continued 
waste of taxpayers’ dollars in renting space in Los Angeles while 
available state owned land remains vacant in the capital. The 
trustees of the University and College system should withdraw 
their pian to locate in Long Beach and make immediate plans to 
build on state land in Sacramento 

Students, faculty, and staff of the university and colleges should 
let their elected representatives know that they support the 
permanent establishment of their headquarters in the state 
capitol Even though Dumke, the trustees and some college 
administrators fail to recognize it, the state University and 
College system has important ties with the State Legislature, the 
Department of Finance, the other executive departments and the 
Governor, all who are in Sacramento. It also seems appropriate 
that some effort be made by the headquarters staff of the 
university and colleges to coordinate with the State Department 
of Education, (located in Sacramento) a more effective program 
to prepare high school students for the college experience. 

There are more people in the southern part of the state, but that 
fact alone does not support the logic of establishing large state 
department headquarters there. It would seem that, by the 
farthest stretch of the imagination, the intention of the U.S. 
Supreme Court in its landmark, ‘“‘one man, one vote” decision 
was not to spread the headquarters of the various state agencies 
and departments all over the state. While some state Senate seats 
moved south of the Tahachapi line in compliance with the 
decison, that is no reason for the various state department 
headquarters to do so. At best, Chancellor Dumke’s view is 
misguided -- at worst, it is self-centered, self-serving and contrary 
to the best interest of the people of California

N. Vietnam Had 
POWS

The long, agonizing involvement in Vietnam is over and the red 
carpet has been laid out for our returning POWs. Crowds of 
enthusiastically happy Americans are on hand to greet them, a 
military band plays a snappy salute to our “‘not forgotten 
heroes,” and as each man deplanes he is announced by rank and 
mame accompanied by delighted shouts of recognition from 
family and friends. It isa wonderful, joyous occasion. The man is 
home, reunited with his loved ones. 

For the most part our men look good. Perhaps a bit thin, but 
healthy, dignified and upright. In the words of one POW wife as 
she caught the first glimpse of her husband in five years as he 
stepped off the plane at Clark Air Force Base in the Phillipines: 
“He looks just wonderful. Why, he looks almost as good as the 
day he ieft.”’ 

There are two sides to repatriation. South Vietnam is in the 
process of returning some 7,000 POWs to the north. They don’t 
look so good. They are thin and emaciated, many swathed in 
bandages, limping on crutches or canes. But at least they are 
upright. 

The 124 political prisoners kept on the South Vietnamese island 
of Con Son present a different picture. Years of being shackled in 
tiger cages have reduced these men to crab-like creatures forced 
to skitter about the floor on hands and buttocks. The fate of 
these prisoners is very dim. They have lost all sembiance of 
dignity and it is doubtful if they will ever work or stand again. 

It is an acknowledged fact that the treatment of Viet Cong 
prisoners was left in the hands of the South Vietnamese. In other 
words, we, as Americans, can mcintain our innocence...almost.

Consumer meat 
prices have been steadily nsing 
since the beginning of the year 
The decline of 1972 food 
production, greater consumer 
demand in the U.S. and 
expanded food exports are the

President Nixon publicly 
announced this week that he 
rejected the idea of putting price 
controls on meat products. He 
argued that the controi of prices 
now would discourage increased 
production and consequently 
cause great price increases later 


The President said that the 
American housewife, whom he 
called “the greatest and most 
powerful weapon against high 
prices in this country,” should 
avoid purchasing more expensive 
focd but should not join in the 
boycotts to try and lower prices. 


In the March 2] edition of the 
Los Angeles Times the Cost of 
Living Council in Washington, 
headed by Secretary of the 
Treasury George P. Schultz, 
announced that “during the 
remainder of 1973, food 
supplies should expand 
significantly although most of 
the expansion will occur in the 
second half of the year. Once 
additional supplies reach the 
market, farm prices should move 
down quickly and we should

The Ninth Annual 
Intercollegiate Business Games 
Competition has been in 
progress since the beginning of 
this semester. Few people are 
aware of these activities 
unfortunately, tince they are 
considered the epitome of 
learning situations in business, 
they are certainly one of the 
highlights of business 
administration activities. 

The games involve competition 
among simulated corporations 
operating within the full 
spectrum of economic affairs. 
Each college team is the 
management section of a given 
durable goods business and af'er

being supplied with ‘‘data™ from 
the past two ‘‘years’’ of 
Operation, pursue corporate 
success by making decisions 
which represent an additional six 
years of stocks, payrolls, 
advertising and hopefully, 
favorable consumer relations and 
profits 

The games are broken down 
into “‘worids,” in which a small 
number of team-operated 
corporations exist amid a 
multitude of computer-simu- 
lated companies, all of which 
compete, but only the other 
student-run businesses need be 
outdone to win. 

The teams phone in to the 
computer center at the U. of 






Nevada, Reno the first series of 
10 decisions, over a period of 10 
weeks. Only the individual team 
members, the judges, and the 
computer actually know what 
decisions each team made 

Knowledge of the decisions of 
the competitor teams must be 
deduced by the next “quarter” 
results 

The computer program 
determines economic factors, 
consumer reaction, effects of 
certain decisions on advertising 
campaigns, dividends, or sales 
commissions and so forth. The 
judges, a panel of experts, 
determines which team in each 
world situation has best fulfilled

Bond Lends Support

The Associated Students of 


CSUS, Tuesday afternoon filed 
Suit against the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
for its enforcement of the 1.6 
rule on 13 Hornet athletes. 

The suit, filed in US District 
Court by attorney Nancy 
Reardan, seeks a preliminary 
injunction to restrain the NCAA 
from enforcing the rule which 
disqualified the athletes from 
intercollegiate athletics 
Wednesday, CSUS President 
Bonc volunteered his support to 
the suit filed by the students, 
saying he has no objection to it. 
Ms. Reardan said she hopes to 
prove the NCAA’s 1.6 rule is 
unconstitutional and that it has 
not only penalized the 13 
athletes, but the entire student 
body and the schoo}’s athletic 
program. 

The 1.6 clause, recently voted 


out of existence, required 
incoming students to project a 
“C” college average by means of 
Scholastic Aptitude or American 
College Tests scores and their 
high school grade point average. 
The rule only applied to 
incoming freshmen. 

In the case of the CSUS 
athletes, Ms. Reardan said they 
were admitted under special 
Economic Opportunity Program 
(EOP) rules and that the 
NCAA’s action has discriminated 
against them. 

The athletes are Barry M 
McPeters, Thomas W. Ellis, 
Adrian Rodgers, Roger McGill, 
Raiph Ligons, Seaborn Bowen 
Alan Stewart, Valentine |

Foster Parents Must Overcome 
Bitterness of Unwanted Kids

A child whose mother or father 
dies, who is born out of wedlock 
or abandoned or mistreated by 
either parent faces a painful 
period of readjustment from 
that point in time, according to 
Robert Carpenter and Ms. Pam 
Patrick, Sacramento County 
Social Welfare (SCSW) workers 

“The child needs love, but the 
parent's emotiona] state often 
precludes the adolescent's basic 
need,” asserted Ms. Patrick 

Carpenter added, “More often 
than not, the youngster wil be 
placed in a foster home until the 
parent's problems are solved.” 

In the foster home the child is 
love and cared for by

““However,” he continued, “the 
youth are placed with foster 
parents whose credentials have 
been carefully investizated by 
the SCSW. Each p. spective 
foster parent must (1) give a 
complete persona] history to 
SCSW, including three persons as 
references, (2) sign an agreement 
that the services of the home 
will be made available to all 
children without regard to 
race...or ancestry, (3) take a 
physica! examination, (4) 
participate in a SCSW child and 
home study program, and (5) 
complete a why 
form.” 

Despite those demanding 
requirements to become foster 
parents, a few girls have become 
pregnant by the male foster 
parent or his son, commented 
Ms. Patrick 
“Conversely,’ she continued,

“most of the teenagers placed in 
foster homes have seen or 
experienced sexual acts, so 
foster parents may or may not 
be causal.” 

“All hopeful foster parents are 
asked, ‘What would be their 
reaction if a youngster placed in 
their home had sexual relations 
with their son or daughter?’ 
SCSW wants them to be 
prepared for any eventuality,” 
asserted Ms. Patrick. 

‘All known history of the 
minors is revealed to the foster 
parents. By doing this, the 
transition is easier for all 
concerned,” she explained 

Foster parents are paid $95 per 
month for care of youth under 
5, $100 for those between 6 and 
12 years of age, and $125 for 
those 13 and over. Youth 
medical fees are paid by SCSW, 
too 
Carpenter and Ms. Patrick 
spoke to students and faculty 
members in building TU-1. They

Reporter Has Audience Commitment 


For a man who was once told 
he didn’t have the voice for 
broadcast media, John Reim has 
made quite a niche for himself 
A January 1972 Communica- 
tions graduate of CSUS, he 1s 
now KCRA TV’s San Joaquin 
bureau man and producer of 
that station's late Monday night 
news. 

On a recent Sunday night, he 
explained “techniques of TV 
interviewing” to members of the

According to Reim, the 
toughest thing for a newsman to 
know is the subject he may be 
assigned to cover. A reporter 
who isn’t familiar with the topic 
of his assignment, he stated, 
should be honest and confess his 
ignorance to the person being 
interviewed. The interview can 
then take place on layman’s 
terms. 

A reporter’s first commitment, 
he said, is to his audience 
Accordingly, news items must be 
broken down into areas of

interest io that audience. He 
cited news coverage of atomic 
energy as a case in point. In 
reporting for a general audience, 
a newsman doesn’t cover atom 
splitting and chain reactions, but 
the more visable ways in which 
atomic energy affects the lives of 
that audience 

A good interview, Reim said, 
depends in large part upon the 
sincerity of the interviewer. A 
person being interviewed will 
know in a minute whether a 
reporter is listening to what is 
being said. of is merely 
pretending to listen. The 
successful interviewer takes a 
genuine interest in the person he 
is contact with 

Reim particularly stressed the 
time element of the broadcast 
media. Interviews must be brief 
and to the point. And if a 
broadcast reporter’s sense of 
timing is critical, his enunciation 
of the language is probably even 
more so. If he is not understood 
on the air, he has failed in his 
job.
